Chungking, To-day. 

An alleged official docu- 
ment, received from the Ita- 
lian Catholic Mission at Han-: 
chung, in south Shensi, is 
Stated to confirm that Japan- 
ese aircraft, and not Chinese 
as previously reported, were 
responsible for two bombings 
of the city last October. 


The document states: “Two months 
after the raids a radio station in Ger- 
many, quoting a despatch from Rome 
broadcast news to the effect that 
Chinese planes were responsible for 
the bombing of the Catholic Mission 
buildings in Hanchung on Octobér 25 
and October 30, ’ 

“This report was picked up by a 
reliable news agency and relayed 
round the world, 

“When this Mission read the report 
it wrote to the local Chinese authori- 
ties testifying that the report was 
without foundation. The Mission also 
requested the Italian Government to 
file a protest with the Japanese Gov- 
ernment for its indiscriminate de- 
struction of third-power Property."

Thirty-five Japanese planes are 
sald to have bombed Hanchung- on 
October 25, killing 83 and wounding 
70. About 200 buildings are stated 
to have been destroyed.

COUNT CIANO’S SPEECH 


‘ 


The long speech by the Italian For- 
eign Minister is one of the most 
important of the war. Its plain state- 
ments, its silences, and its hints are 
all alike significant. In form it is a rea- 
soned statement of Italian policy. It 
says much more about history than 
about the future and it springs no sur- 
prises. That Italy makes, and will 
make, her decisions according to her 
own view of her interests is accepted 
in this country. Count Clano repeats 
it; as was to be expected, he adds that 
Italy’s relations with the Axis partner 
are unchanged and that, having an- 
nounced her intention at the begin- 
ning of the war not to take any initia- 
tive, she still does not intend to take 
any “as things stand.” At the same 
time he left his hearers, both in Italy 
and elsewhere, to draw their own 
conclusions from his survey, and they 
will certainly find it-an_ inspiriting 
exercise. There are some principal 
questions they will ask. What does 
Count Ciano think about the Russo- 
German Pact, about Germany's (and 
Anglo-French) policy, and about 
Russia “‘on the move?” 

The skill of Count Ciano's historical 
method comes out best regarding 
Germany's agreement with’ Russia. 
He emphasised that Italy and Ger- 
many both intervened in Spain, that 
Italy deeply hated Bolshevism there 
und that Germany agreed with her; 
thus it was that the Anti-Comintern 
Pact was cemented. What, then, were 
the purpose and value of that pact? 
Count Clano says: 

It possessed the definite political 
significance of consolidating the anti- 
Comintern system and of furthering 
a wider collaboration in every sphere 
among the Powers which had built 
up this system. 

So the Italians (and the Japanese) 
interpreted the pact. Then Germany 
went over to Moscow. Count Clano 
crossed the t’s a little more distinctly 
when he disclosed that in April-May 
of this year Italy agreed (with Ger- 
many) to a “detente” with Russia in 
order to neutralise her if war should 
come. He thought that more than this

PRELUDE TO UNION? 


The social changes impelled by the 
World Wor are already being extend- 
ed by the present war In Europe. 
These do not necessarily occur in the 
shape of reforms idealistically in- 
gpired. In fact, they ore more lkely 
to come in wartime along the route of 
sheer expediency. Such {s the nature 
of the Anglo-French agreement to pool 
financial resources, as well as military 
and industrial, in the joint effort to 
remove from Europe the_ threat of 
German expansionism. 

Fixing the relation between the 
pound and the frang, dispensing with 
gold shipments between Britain and 
France, providing for joint financial 
arrangements with other countries 
willing to make war loans, the new 
financial accord between the Allies 
completes a temporary politico-eco- 
nomic partnership which must have 
effects far more enduring than a mere 
war effort. It will affect the man-in- 
the-street as well as the men in the 
trenches; if it works well a vast sec~ 
tion of public opinion in both coun- 
tries and in all economic stations will 
have been educated to the possibilities 
of international co-operation in a fleld 
unfortunately less widely understood 
when the League of Nations began its 
political life. — “Christian Science 
Monitor.”

This U-boat was the second to be 
destroyed in the day, according to the 
Admiralty statement, which does not 
however disclose the circumstances. 

As two U-boats were destroyed on 
February 9, the Royal Navy has 
claimed four in five days. 

The loss of the Sultan Star brought 
British sinkings in the day to 30,000 
tons, the other victims being the 
10,000-ton Gretafleld, of whose crew 
thirteen are missing, and the 8,000- 
ton British Triumph, a tanker, of 
whose crew five are missing. 

The German declaration of un- 
restricted U-boat warfare against 
any neutral ships which touch at 
an Allied port, oven if compelled, 
by the British Contraband Con- 
trol, resulted yesterday In the 
sinking of several! neutrals.

“REPULSE” 
AT ANCHOR 


London, To-day. 
The battle cruiser Repulse,

During the first 140 days of war 
she steamed about 25,000 miles and 
has been at sea approximately 130 
days. 

Taking her part in scouring the seas 
for German raiders she has only had 
the opportunity of using her anti- 
aircraft batteries and the = single 
casualty was a cat washed over board 
in high seas. 

Unfortunately for the German pro- 
pagandists the story of the sinking of 
Repulse {is not confined to broadcasts. 

The 1940 edition of the German 
naval -pocketbook states.that on Octo- 
ber 14 “Repulse was destroyed by 
U-boats in Scapa Flow at the same 
time as Royal Oak was sunk.” 

Her 32,000 ton presence is ample 
demonstration of. the falsity of the 
entry which, however, is in keeping 
with the broadcast from Koenigsberg 
on February 7 which announced the 
sinking of the steamship Oregon. 
This ship arrived safely in Lisbon as 
the German broadcaster to Portugal 
from Zeesen announced on February 
11, possibly having forgotten the

Lake Marka also seems to be the 
only place along the eastern front 
where the Russians have constructed 
fairly strong secondary positions. 
Harried and slashed on both flanks, 
they withdrew to these fortified lines 
after having held advanced posts on 
Mandivarra Hill—which is northwest 
of Lake Juotsi and within 15 miles 
of the key town Kemi on the main 
road which leads to Rovaniemi. On 
their retreat the Reds were punished 
by some of their own guns, which 
the Finns had captured and turned 
against them. 


RUSSIAN DEAD 


When we rode through Lake Juotsi 
hamlet and on towards Lake Marka 
yesterday, we ‘went through the for- 
mer Finnish and Russian front lines. 
We saw farmhouses on the shores of 
Juotsi which had been ‘torn and 
splintered by Bolshevist artillery 
fire. We saw a considerable number 
of ‘Russian corpses, but - no _.Finnish 
fallen, since, as is customary, they 
had been promptly removed. What was 
most interesting was the total lack 
of Russian war material, of wrecked 
tanks, thereby testifying to the So- 
viet retreat and to the fact that guns 
and heavy weapons had been sent 
back. J 

This In no way detracts from an 
impressive achievement by: the Fin- 
nish troops against much auperlor 
forces. For the first time, however, 
we had an opportunity to study mites 
of territory which had previously 
been held by the Russians, and most 
of it for nearly a month. What we 
saw Indicated that these Invading 
Russian divisions have had a consi- 
derably better leadership than the 
divisions which were moved from near 
Syomussaim! and Lake Tolva.

Canberra, To-day. 

Mr. Archie Cameron, leader 
of the Australian “Country 
Party” broadcast from Aus- 
tralia to Europe yesterday. 
He addressed his remarks in 
particular to the German 
people. 

Discussing fundamental war aims, 
he said that the British Empire de- 
sires nothing from German owners. 
In the past, British coufitries have 
provided homes for German emi- 
grants, many of whom had been wel- 
comed in Australia and were now 
part of it. . The British Empire mere- 
ly insists that Germany's neighbours 
shall be allowed to maintain their in- 
dependent government and their own 
state of liberty. 

Germany is now meeting Australia 
again, with little learnt from the last 
war. ‘Australians felt as they did in 
the last war; they were participating 
in it not because the Government 
ordered them to, but because they 
believed in the justice of the British 
cause. Seven Australian Divisions 
fought in the last war and others will 
follow them this time. 

Looking to the future, after 
war is over, Mr. Cameron suid they 
hoped that political, civil and re- 
ligious freedom would be established 
in Europe and that small states could 
exist by the side of big ones without 
feeling the threat from one man or 
the profit of a few.—Reuter.

Marle Anna Holzmann, a_ very 
* prepossessing woman of middle 
age, lodged for many years in the 
home of a shoemaker in Augsbury. 
Bavaria. She was a person of means 
and it was ‘a source of wonder that 
such a beautiful representative of the 
sex had never married. 

There were two other lodgers in 
the house, one a silly sort of fellow 
named Steiner and the other his 
friend, an older and more serious man 
known as Rauschmeir.
